FRANCE. 


OUSTING THE JESUITS. 

Pants, June %).—The police arrived at the 
Jesuit establishment on Rue de Sevres at 4 
o'clock this mcrning. They were immediately 
admitted. Shortly after a crowd of 500 persons, 
composed largely of students and women, col- 
lected, There was some shouting for and against 
the decrees. The police partly cleared the 
street, and refused to admit Baudry d’Asson to 
the building. The Prefect of Police having ar- 
rived, the building was formally declared closed. 
The Jesuits, accompanied by several Deputies 
and Senators ot the Right, departed amid great 
excitement caused the demonstrations of 
their sympathizers nd counter demonstrations. 
There were indignant cries against the Prefect 
of Police. In the ensuing scuffle the Marquis of 
Lioncourt and the chief editor of the Unton, 
Legitimist journal, were arrested. Some of the 
fathers locked themselves in their cells, which 
had to be broken open. The last left at 8:30 
o'clock. The police then cleared the street, and 
they remained on guard there. 

At Vals the door of the establishment had to 
be forced and the Jesuits conducted out by 
diers, a battalion of whom were present u 
arms. 

At Douai and Lille the police were nat resisted. 

OTHER INCIDENTS. ° 

The Jesuit chapels were thronged Tuesday in 
the provinves. At Lille 500 persons, huaded by 
the Chairman of the Chamber of Commerce, 
waited on the Jesuits to express sympathy for 
them. 

During the last of the series of meetings held 
in the Paris Cirque d’Hiver to protest against 
the anti-Jesuit decrees, a crowd assembled out- 
side the building, and blows were exchanged be- 
tween the mob outside and those issuing from 
the hall. The mob hooted a number of priests 
who had been at the meeting. 

In the Chamber of Deputies yesterday, Baudry 
A Asson, Legitimist, made anineffectual attempt 
to make political capital out of the foregoing 
affair. 

IN THE PROVINCES. 

Throughout the Provinces to-day the Jesuits 
quitted their establishments under protest, de- 
claring they only yielded to compulsion. At 
Avignon and Marseilles their sympathizers were 
somewhat disorderly. At Lyons and Angers the 
Jesuits have constituted themselves as civil 
societies, and the question thus raised will be 
decided by the courts on the 2d of July. 

LEGAL PROCEEDINGS: 

Several Jesuit establishments are taking sities 
proceedings against the Commissioner of Police 
for violating domicile and infringing personal 


liberty. 
A SEMI-OFFICIAL NOTE 
has been sent to the journals which, after an- 
nounctng that the execution of the decrees had 
not led to disturbancein any part of France, 
says that effect had only tobe given to-day to 
the decrees affecting Jesuits. As to other con- 
gregations, the decree affecting them only con- 
stitutes a summons to 15 their position on a 
legal tooting. Material means for carrying out 
the decrees would have been wauting if — Gov- 
ernment had undertaken to act against all the 
congregations simultaneously. 

DESECRATION. 

A dispatch from Paris says: The closing of the 
Jesuit chapel in the Rue Sevres with the sacra- 
ment left inside is regarded as 1 great desecra- 
tion by the Catholics. 

The persons arrested in the street. including 
an ex-Prefect, a writer on the J la Jus 
tice, and some students, were all released after 
examination. *

This action was fully foreshadowed in these dis- 
patches yesterday. It can be confidently as- 
serted that the disbursements for the coming 
fortnight incident to the beginning of the new 
fiscal year will be so large the Secretary will 
red all his revenues to meet the requisitions of 
the several departments, and under the circum- 
stances further purehases of bonds for several 
weeks to come are not considered probable. 

INTERNAL REVENUB—RAUM'S COLLECTIONS. 

Commissioner Raum entered upon his official 
duties in August, 1875, making a fraction over 
four years that he hes been in charge of ak- 
fairs of the bureau over which he now presides. 
Excluding the portion of the first year, and tak- 
ing the figures of the four complete fiscal years 
ending to-night, the total revenue collected 
amounted to $466,122,220, every cent of which, 
with the exception of one item of $10,000, has 
been collected and covered into the Treasury. 
The $19,000 not yet collected are due from the 
estate of the late Collector Freeland, of Brook- 
lyn, who lost the amount of the defaloation of 
his chief deputy. This illustrates the manage- 
ment of the revenug under Republican officials. 
Previous to this year the accounts have showed 
occasional trifling deficiencies amounting to 
$4,000 or $5,000, but all such amounts have sub- 
sequently, in every case, been collected and 
turned into the pu 2 fund.

THE LACHINE RREAK. 


Damage and Delay Resulting from the 
Canal Accident. °

MONTREAL, June 30.—A great deal of difficulty 
bas been experienced iu ascertaining the actual 
amount of damage which has been sus-

The 
letter was written eleven years ago and sent 
to Prof. Loumaus. of New York, for pub- 
lication, but upon the advice of friends it 
was not printed: Mr. Spencer has never , 
been satisfied with its withdrawal, and has 
insisted that it shall appear, which accounts 
for its present publication at a time when 
its force is spent, If it ever had any, and 
when it can effect, no other purpose except 
to gratify personal vanity or revive unpleas- 
ant memories of eyehts that had been con- 
signed to oblivion. At the time of its writ- 
ing it was thought by Prof. Spencer’s friends 
it might arouse a prejudice against him; he 
will have only hiniself to blame if it arouse 
a similar prejudice now, as the publication is 
of his own seeking, | 

Mr. Spencer’s ietter is almost entirely 


pers, intended to showthat, down to January, 
1861, English opinion was favorable to the 
North, opposed to secession, and hostile to 
the spread of slavery.

the integrity of the Government, then 
the English sympathy was given to the 
South. The irritability or unfriendtiness ef 
Americans towards the English had no more 
to do with the change than the rising of the 
sun or the blowing of the wind. If Mr. 
Spencer had been as elose an observer polit- 
ically as he is scientifically, he would have 
known that Americans, especially of the 
North, were never very cordially disposed 
towards the English,and that they had many 
reasons for their feelings. There was no 
more unpleasantness in 1841 than there was 
after 1861 in general relations, though subse- 
quently irritation was urged into hatred by 
the material help which England furnished 
the South. There was in reality no change 
in the feelings of our people until they were 
changed by absolutely hostile acts. 

$ The New York Tribune effectually 
squeiches Mr. Spencer’s sophistry with cita- 
tions from the speeches of Mr. Bright about 
the period of 1861, and certainly Mr. Bright 
was in a much better position to know the 
real opinions of the English péople and the 
relations they held to us than Mr. Spencer, 
who was not in the political world, could ever 
be. A brief reference to these speeches will 
show the real causes which lay at the bottom 
of English hostility.

EXTENT OF THE LEVEE.

SPRINGFIELD, III., June %.—Some idea of the 
extent of the damage that will resuit from the 
breaking of the Sny Carte levee this morning 
can be obtained from the following facts ob- 
tained from gentlemen bere who are familiar 
with that portion of the State. The levee is 
fifty-two miles long, commencing in Adams 
County and running through Pike into Cal- 
houn County. It was commenced in 1878 
and completed in 1875, costing $650,000. 
The territory subject to overflow embraces 
about 100,000 acres, at least half of which was 
under cultivation. This district was quite well 
populated, three townships having been organ- 
ized therein since the levee was built. The resi- 
dents were almost entirely renters, who will suf- 
fer most severely.

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THE RISE OF 1880,

DAVENPORT, la., June 29.—The floods of 1880 
will jong be remembered by people living along 
the Mississippi as the highest water ever seen by 
white residents.

Saw-mitils have stopped running, and the levees 
are all covered, People take the boats from 
jong foot-bridges—Rhundreds of feet lone—laid 
to the landing, while crowds of spectators watch 
from the sidewalks un Frout street.“ all read 
to burst forth ina shout at an accident whic 
throws some unlucky footman into the shaltow 
water. Still the water rises; the sidewalks are

: THE SURFACE OF THE RIVER 
is a grand sight. Large quantities of drift of all 
descriptions come floating down. Here you see 
aman dart out from the shore ina skiff as he 
sees a fine “stray log.“ He fastens it to his boat 


And with the hardest kind of labor manages to 
Wweach the shore with it, sometimes a mile lower 


down the stream; and when he pockets his 50 
cents salvage money he hus earned it. Some- 
times there will be a dozen of these logs in sight 
at once, and as a man can save but one or two 
while they float by, as many boats will dot the 
swift-tlowing stream, all on the same errand. 

In some places the river rushes along confined 
in banks a mile apart, while in otbers it reaches 
the proportions of a large lake, being fifteen 
and cven thirty miles in width. 

Thousands of farms have been overflowed 
where they were supposed to be safe from en- 
croachments. The owners are now almost dis- 
couraged, having lost not only their year’s crop, 
but a great deal of thelr stock has been 
drowned. and their houses flooded and barns and 
fences washed away, rendering their homes un- 
healthy and uninhabitable.. The farmers have 
lost heavily enough, and their suffering is hard, 
but the blow falß beavier still on thousands 
of poor beople in All the larger cities along the 
river, particularly in Dubuque and Rock Island. 
When they saw the water creeping over the low- 
er banks they said, Surely it will not reach our 
homes, which are several feet higher.“ But 
still it crept up. up to the yards about the happy 
homes: up to the doorstep; and still it rose, 
while the Frichtened ople gradually gave way 
to it, and it reached.the tops of the first stories in 
the little cettages, soaking the walls and ruin 
the homes of nearly 2,000 people in Rock Islan 
and 1.000 in Dubuque. A sad sightit was; barns, 
pig-pens, privies, wood-pites, fences, househoid- 
furniture, and a thousand other things floating 
about, and some of the people paddling about 
their once happy homes in skiffs, with an al- 
most hopeless look on their faces, pick- 
ing up here and there an article of furniture 
which can still be saved. They are crowded 
into school-houses, barns, empty stores, and 
some into hospitable dwellings awaiting the fall- 
ing of the waters, while they know the worst is 
yet to come if they again occupy their homes, 
for malaria always follows high water in the 
cities. There is more or less flooding of houses 
in all the larger river towns, and the da to 
property, not omitting the damage to railways 
along the river, will foot up among the millions. 
And of the things to be remembered of the post 
in future years, and one which will not be for- 
gotten until a ter flood washes its memory 
away, will be the high water on the Mississippi 
in 1580. W. DORR.

Both the Alton and the Burlington were willing 
to let the matter again to itration as pro- 
vided for in the Micsouri River agreement, and 
abide by the award, no matter what it might be, 
but the Rock Island stubbornly refuses, and will

AN UNGRATEFUL DEED. 

The Kansas City Times tellsa story that re- 
flects no credit upon Mr. Nickerson, Division 
Superintendent ot the Atchison, Topeka & Santa 
Fé, and if true should certaiuly entail upon him 
a severe reprimand. According to that paper 
there reached Kausas City last Monday two 
honest Germans, who from necessity joined the 
noble army of tramps a few weeks ago in Colora- 
do. The men started to walk from Colorado. 
and took the track of the Atchison, Topeka & 
Santa Fé as their towpath. Several miles west 
of Dodge City the travelers discovered a broken 
rail, which would in all likelihood have caused 
an accident h it not been  detect- 
ed. They waited several hours and flag- 
ged the east-boun d passenger-train, to the great 
relief of all on board when the cause of the 
stoppage became kuown,; and at the solicitation 
of one or two gentlemen on the train the two 
Germans were taken on board and carried to 
Newton. At this point Mr. Nickerson, Division 
Superintendent, came on the train and refused 
to carry the two men, who probably saved the 
Company thousands of doliars, any further. 
There were a number of railroad meu on board 
who tried to have Mr. Nickerson make an excep- 
tion in this case. but he refused, and the men 
were put off thetrain. At Emporia dispatch 
was received from General Manager Strong, who 
had in some manner icarned of the occurrence, 
to bring the men along. but it was too late and 
the two men had to trudge the entire distance to 
Kansas City. It is not likely that these men will 
again take the sumg trouble to flag a train in 
order to prevent an accident.

individual coal and mortgage bonds of the Com- 


pany will be postponed until Sept. 15. These 
amount to $850,755. in addition to this there are 
debenture 6s on which the interest is $8,798, and 

the debenture convertible 78, $868,476, most of 
which was funded in 1877 in accordance with the 
provision authorizing the immediate funding in 
scrip, due in i188 and bearing interest 
at 6 per cent of the ten cowpon bonds due in 1877 
and 1882. Then comes general mortgage 
and Perkiomén sterling mortgage, on which the 
coupons due from July, 1877, to January, 1880, 
were payable half in serip and half in cash.

Judge Barnum yesterday rendered an opinion in 
the case of I. B. Otis. Receiver of the State savings 
Institution, against D. D. Spencer and his wife, Susan 
D. Spencer, née Dennis. „This was a bill med to set 
aside the conveyance by Spencer to bis 
wife of his homestead, oa the corner of Prairie ave- 
nue and Thirtyminth street.

TO WHICH THERKR IN NO HOMANCE, 
ne death. some two weeks since, at No. 64 
School street, of a very commonplace colored 


woman of questionable repute, going by the 
nome of Nellie Jopes, was made the occasion 
yesterday morning w the republication in a 
morning paper of a very old story.

Johnson was the daughter of a wealthy colored 
stagecoach-driver, of Toronto, Cau., who at the 
time she reached marriageable age had amussed 

a fortune of from $18,000 to $150.00. The 
1 bad been well educated, and it 
was the father’s ambition to marry her to 
a white man of respectability. As an induce- 
ment to such a match he offered to dower the 
daughter with the weight in silver of herself 
and husband, a tempting offer which was ac- 
cepted by a Kingston, Canada, hack-driver 


named James Andrews. The couple were mar- 


ried, and the oid man was so bieused with his 
white son-in-law that he made the dower a clear 
$20,000, which was considerably more than if the 
weight-in- -silver idea had been udhered to. Au- 
drews proved a spendthrift, and, the fortune 
which his wife brought him being s00n ore 
he bit upon the extraordinary device 

inducing her to accompany him on 
a trip to the Southern States, where he 
sold ber to a Southern planter at New Orleans 
for $1,000. This fact became known to old Mink, 
and a movement for the release of the young 
woman was set on foot, and, after some little 
trouble, Sir Henry Bulwer, Epgiish Minister at 
Washington, succeeded in sec her return 
to her parents.

The Population of Chicago Steadily 
Growing~-It Is Now Nearly Half a 
Million. 

Yesterday was the last day allowed by law for 
the census enumerators to compiete their work 
in, but there are certain parts of districts which 
are not yet covered, and ‘yn addition to this a 
numberof the enumerators have more names 
which are to be added to their lists. 

THE PRINCIPAL DISTRICTS YET TO BE HEARD 

FROM 

in full comprise that part of the South Side 
north of Randolph street, and the strip between 
Maaison and Van Buren streets. This section 
em braces three districts, and when the full re- 
turns are made will add about 3,000 names tothe 
rolls. There is also a section of the Four- 
teenth Ward which is densely populated, and 
which has not yet been fully gone over. There 
are other odds and ends of enumeration dis- 
tricts which will swell the total somewhat. 

Supervisor Wright yesterday wrote to the De- 
partment that the names actually in footed up 
44,000, and that these additions to be made as 
noted above would make the total figures for 
the city of Chicago at least 495,000.
